Have The Name HefjKteretl. 


A law for th« registration of farms 


has been passed by the Wisconsin leg- 
islature and signed by the go-sernor. 
It provides that the owner may re- 
gister Uie name of his farm or estate 
m the office of the county register of 
deeds, who shall keep a registry book 
tor that purpose. The name of the 
owner and thfc'name designed for the 
farm shall be gi\eu, and the register 
shall collect a lee of 25 cents for each 
registration. The registry book shall 
be a public record m the office of the 
register ot deeds. The law also pro- 
i idet, against refusal of the register 
to make registration'Or to knowingly 
register a farm under a name ]>re- 
vioutly adopted and registered for 
some other farm in the same county. 
It also prohibits any person using for 
advertisement or otherwise the name 
ot any farm which has been register- 
ed other than the farm for which 
name was registered, 
unless such 


name was adopted aud used as the 
name ol such other farm prior to the 
passage of this law. The penalty im- 
posed is a tine from $5 to $25 or ini- 
piisonment fiom leu to thirty days, 
or both.

Before Commission Yesterday. 
Attorney B. R. Goggins and Man- 


ager Ben Smart of the Wood Coun- 
ty Telephone company left on Mora- 
day 1'or Madison for the purpose ot 
appearing before the railroad com. 
mission on Tuesday. The local com- 
pany recently made application lor 
the privilege of issuing more stock, 
but as such things now have to be 
done in accordance with the rulings 
ot the commission, it is necessary to 
get their permission before sucii an 
issuance could be made. 
The hear- 


ing on Tuesday was for the purpose 
of giving those who had any objec- 
tion to issuing the stock a chance to 
present their case to the commission 
and if they had any valid reason why 
the stock should not be issued it 
could be given proper consideration 
by the members of the commission. 
If the company is given i>ermission 
to issue more stock it will then be 
possible for those who now have in 
applications for stock to be sup- 
plied. 
It is not anticipated by the 


officers of the company that there will 
be any objection to the proposed 
issue. " It has been intimated that 
the deal is a crooked one and if this 
is true and the commission gives per- 
mission to issue the stock, it will then 
be possible for those crooks who are 
not now in on the deal to get a finger 
in the pie.

A number of banks in the South 


which have found it profitable to help 
farmers introduce better stock have 
found that it is a good investment 
to lend to the boy and girl members 
of the pig clubs with which to buy 
good young sows. This new move- 
ment to encourage children to take 
an interest in agriculture seems to 
have started in Arkansas and TKts 
spread to other states. 
It is very 


active in Georgia, where in 10 of the 
14 counties in which the pig-club 
work is now being carried on the 
banks have offered to lend money to 
the junior members for the purchase 
of pure-bred pigs. In other counties 
wealthy resideuts, seeing the advant- 
age of the plan, are also assisting the 
children with loans. 
in some instances the endorsement 


of the member's parent or guardian is 
required when a loan is made, in 
others no security is asked. In all of 
the counties, however, each boy who 
borrows is required to grow one acre 
of corn so as lo have abundant feed, 
have some corn to sell, and pay off his 
obligations. A bank in Brooks Coun- 
ty Ga., last year loaned as high as $10 
each to boys over their own signature 
without security, and in only a few 
instances did the borrowers ask for 
an extension of time. 


This movement by the banks in- 


stills thrift into the boys and often 
starts them with bank accounts. One 
bank in Macon has set aside $500 
this year to loan to boys who wish 
to purchase pure-bred pigs. Recently 
a well-to-do farmer came into the 
bank and indorsed his son's note for 
$10. The cashier asked him why he 
did it when he had a substantial 
checking account of his own in the 
bank. "Oh, I just wanted to see how 
the boy handles this obligation. If 
he does not pay it, I will, but it will 
be worth $10 to me to know what 
kind of boy I have," replied the far- 
mer.

English War 
Secretary Says Allies 


Must Employ Tactics of the Ene- 


my In Order to Protect 


Their Own Troops. 


London, May 20.-Lord Kitchener, 


secretary for war, speaking in the 
house of lords, indicated the intention 
of the allies to use poisonous gases 
against the Germans. 
At the same 


time he made a demand for 300,000 
more men. 


"The British and French govern- 


ments," he said, "feel that the troops 
must be adequately protected from 
the employment of poisonous gases. 
Only by the adoption of similar meth- 
ods can we remove tbe enormous and 
unjustifiable disadvantage which must 
exist if no steps are taken." 


Reviewing the fighting which had 


taken place in Flanders since his last 
speech, he said- 


"The improvement in the weather 


enabled our troops, which had been 
strongly re-enforced, to take the of- 
fensive. 
The action at Neuve Cha- 


pelle was fought with great gallantry 
and enabled us to occupy what, from 
a military point of view, was a very 
valuable position. 


"Toward the end of last month the 


Germans carried out a violent at- 
tack on a portion of the allied front 
held by the French 
northeast of 


Ypres 
In order to succeed, the en- 


emy employed vast quantities of poi- 
sonous gases in defiance of the rec- 
ognized rules of warfare and in vio- 
lation of their pledged word. 
The 


allies were utterly unprepared for 
this diabolical method of 
attack, 


which undoubtedly had been long and 
carefully prepared by the enemy. 


"The forced retirement in front of 


the heavy clouds of gases which pre- 
ceded the German advance at Ypres 
resulted In the left flank of the Cana- 
dian division being exposed. 


"The Canadians suffered severely 


from the poisonous fumes, but never- 
theless they held to the position in 
the most determined manner. This 
was an ordeal to try the qualities of 
the finest army m the world and all 
the more credit is due the soldiers of 
Canada, who were unprepared for 
such an attack, and were, at the 
same time, exposed to a withering 
fire 


Reluctantly, 
and 
with 
perfect 


steadiness, they withdrew their left 
Hank to conform with the new align- 
ment. The Canadians were soon sup- 
ported by British brigades which 
were pushed up, and the enemy's ad- 
vance was thereby checked. 


"As a result of this retirement, 


Sir John French decided to draw back 
his line from the salient of Ypres. 
This withdrawal was carried out with 
masterly success on May 3. Though 
an operation of this sort is a difficult 
military achievement and is usually 
fraught with heavy losses, no serious 
casualties attached to it." 


Summing up, he said: 
"In recent operations our losses 


have been heavy, but the task was 
one which necessitated great sacri- 
fices. The spirit and morale of the 
troops were never higher.

SLAIN BY TURK TROOPS 


Ottoman 
Soldiers, Aided by Kurds, 


Massacre Christians at Van—Cry 


for Help Sent Out. 


London, May 18—Six thousand Ar- 


menians have been massacred at Van, 
in Armenia, Asiatic Turkey, according 
to a dispatch received in official quar- 
ters in London from the Russian con- 
sul at Urumiah, Persia. 


This message is dated May 15. It 


adds that the Armenians are defend- 
ing themselves to the utmost against 
the Turks and Kurds arrayed against 
them, but that help is urgently needed. 


"The allies on Thursday occupied 


the heights of Krithia after desperate 
fighting lasting six hours. The fight- 
ing'in the hills behind Kilid Bahr and 
Maitos is continuing with gains for 
the allies." 


The Russian naval attache here an- 


nounces that on May 15 the Russian 
Black sea fleet destroyed four steam- 
ers, coal-laden, two tugs and twenty 
sailing ships. He adds that much dam- 
ago was done in the bombardment of 
Kefken, Eregll and KlHmali, on the 
Black sea. 


A dispatch from Cairo says it is re- 


ported that the Armenians In Zeitun 
and Cilicia, Asiatic Turkey, have risen 
and that the energies of two Turkish 
reserve divisions are required to meet 
the situation. Armenian newspapers, 
the correspondent adds, give harrow- 
ing details of a massacre of 2,000 Ar- 
menians by Kurds or Turks in Trans- 
caucasia.

duced a resolution which provides that 
all bills in the hands of the commit- 
tees of the house, with the exception 
of the financial committee, shall be 
placed on the clerk's desk on or before 
noon on June 1. All senate bills re- 
ceived after that date shall be referred 
to the calendar, it is provided. 


It was the intention to treat the 


resolution as privileged, but Assembly- 
man Prescott objected and it went 
over to the next calendar day. 


Assemblyman Budlong presented a 


resolution which has the same end In 
view It provided that only one recon- 
sideration could be had on any bill. 
The resolution was referred to the 
calendar. 


Constitution Is Cited. 


The attempt to prevent circulation 


of campaign literature 
within 
four 


days of an election came to a sudden 
and inglorious end in the assembly. 
Assemblyman Weber called attention 
of assemblymen to that section of the 
constitution 
that 
guarantees 
free 


speech, and the bill was indefinitely 
postponed. 
The assembly indefinitely postponed 


five other bills. In the list were the 
Laursen bill relating to qualifications 
of insurance agents; the Everett bill 
relating to subscriptions by munici- 
palities to stocks and bonds of rail- 
roads; the Nordman bill regarding call- 
ing in o£ judges in certain cases; the 
Lauren bill relating to the regulation

Marriage Bill Passes. 


Bills passed by the assembly Includ- 


ed the Duffy bill, relating to removal 
of cases to the Circuit court of Mil- 
waukee county; the Whiteomb bill, 
prohibiting marriages in this state of 
persons who could not get married in 
other states; the Waldron bill, relating 
to the bond of county treasurers; the 
Jansaen bill for a bridge across the 
Fox river at Depere; the Hedding bill, 
regulating civil service in cities, and 
the committee bill prohibiting persons 
whose names were on the black 'list in 
any tow,n or village from entering a 
saloon. 


The senate committee on state af- 


fairs recommended for passage the 
Stevens bill authorizing issuance of 
liquor licenses to new hotels in Mil- 
waukee and other cities, providing that 
in case the number of licenses out- 
standing is in excess of that allowed 
by the Baker law one existing license 
be surrendered for each license issued 
to a hotel. 
The committee also re- 


commended for passage the Falrchild 
bill relating to licensing of clubs, with 
an amendment similar to that recom- 
mended for the Stevens bill. 


The senate judiciary committee re- 


commended that the Zinn bill provid- 
ing that only electors who voted at the 
last preceding general election be 
eligible for jury service in Milwaukee 
be nonconcurred in. 


Oppose Senator Botshard's Plan. 
Strong forces in the senate will op- 


pose the plan of Senator Otto Boss- 
hard to amend the so-called Husting 
water power law instead of repealing 
that statute and enacting another one. 


Senator Bosshard made the plea that 


as a piece of legislative drafting, the 
present law Is fine work, and as much 
of it as possible ought to be retained. 
Supporters of the Ackley repeal and 
substitute bill say the measure now 
before the senate is carefully drawn, 
and will stand close observation. They 
insist that the opposition to the Ack- 
Jey measure has ' admitted that the 
present law is wrong, and is willing to 
amend it by wiping out the clause re- 
lating to the repeal of franchise and 
changing the method of compensation 
In cases where a developed water 
power is taken over.

Change in Taxing Proposed. 


A number of important changes with 


reference to the state tax commission 
are contemplated In a joint legislative 
investigating committee bill, abolish- 
ing the present tax commission, which 
Is to be introduced at an early date. 


In place of the present tax commis- 


sion, the bill provides for one tax com- 
missioner, who will receive a salary of 
$5,000 a year. The governor and the 
state treasurer will act in an ex ofllclo 
advisory capacity. A change with ref- 
erence to the present income tax law- 
is contemplated in the provision which 
allows counties to qlect income tax as- 
sessors. Other changes are: The work 
of collecting the inheritance tax, now 
done by the tax commission, will be 
placed in the charge of the attorney 
general, where it was before; the valu- 
ation of public utility and railroad cor- 
porations made by a joint staff from 
the railroad commission and the tax 
commission at present, is to be given 
to the railroad commission, which will 
collect the necessary data and make 
reports to tbe tax commission when 
desired. It repeals that clause of the 
present law allowing the tax commis- 
sion to order municipal audits and in- 
stall municipal accounting systems It 
is understood that the present commis- 
sion is not in favor of this clause and 
has utilized the right only twice. 


Another jitney bill lias boon intro- 


duced in the legislature, this time by 
Assemblyman Schroeder, Milwaukee. 
The bill provides that every motor- 
driven 
vehtcla carrying passengers 


shall take out $4,000 liability insur- 
ance. The bill was submitted to Lewis 
B. Gettle, secretary of the Wisconsin 
railroad commission, for his approval, 
but he declared that he would have 
nothing to do with it.

Thirtieth of May, 1862, Was a 


Day of Great Rejoicing in 


the North. 


T 


HE thirtieth of May In 1862 was 
made memorable in Civil war his- 
tory by the evacuation of Corinth, 


Miss. Th'e seizure of this Confederate 
stronghold by the Union armies was 
an event which, estimated by its re- 
sults, may be regarded as the first Im- 
portant event of tho war. Since the 
first of May Halleck had been trying 
to gain possession of this stronghold, 
which, at that time, was held by Beau- 
regard. 
In tho meantime Old Farm- 


ington, the strongly fortified outpost 
ol the Confederacy, about four miles 
from Corinth, had been given up; Mar- 
maduko, who had been In command 
there, had retired to Corinth to re- 
enforce 
Beauregard 
The 
Union 


forces had taken possession of Old 
Farmington, had cut oft Beauregard's 
railroad connections to the north and 
east and had, by the twenty ninth of 
May, 
succeeded in working their way 


to a position near the Confederate 
fortifications at Corinth, from which 
an assault could be made. 


It was Halleck's intention to make 


an assault on the following morning, moun(). 
and he was expecting to meet with 
strong resistance. 
But Hallock's ex- 


pectations were not realised. All night 
long the pickets and sentinels heard a 
continuous roar of moving cnrs in 
Corinth. At early dawn Halleck sent 
out skirmishers, but no foe appeared 
to oppose them. 
He then ordered 


Sherman to advance with his troops 
toward the Confederate fortihc.itlons 
and to "feel the enemy " But no en- 
emy could be found. Where was he? 


Out near Old Farmington thei e still 


stands a tall tree which today is 
pointed out to sightseers who visit 
Corinth as "Lookout Tree " From the 
lop of this tree the Union spies, at the 
time of the siege, with a field glass, 
used to observe the movements of the 
Confederate troops. 


The morning of the thirtieth of May, 


1862, 
these spies saw only the rear of 


Beauregard's army far to the south of 
Corinth fleeing down the Mobile rail- 
road. The enemy whom Sherman had 
been sent to "feel" had escaped. The 
city had been evacuated and left as a 
prize of war to the Union army 


Oil this thirtieth of May there was 


much rejoicing in the northern states, 
for all through the month of May the 
people there had been awaiting the 
outcome of this siege. On the follow- 
ing morning there appeared in the 
New York Tribune a long editorial be- 
ginning thus: 


"Another stronghold of the rebels 


has fallen. 
Corinth is reannexed to 


the Union, and Beauregard's army Is 
flying down the Mobile railroad in 
anxious search !or the 'last ditch.'" 


This tells the story. Soon after the 


thirtieth of May of the preceding year 
the battle of Bull Run had given the 
Confederates a strong footing in the 
East, but since the beginning of the 
year 1862 the Union forces had been 
gaining a series of victories in the 
Mississippi valley; Pea Ridge, Shiloh, 
Island Number Ten, New Madrid and 
Fort Donelson had prepared the way 
lor the victory at Corinth. The result 
of this victory was the establishment 
of the power of the Union in the West. 
One week later Memphis fell, as it 
•were, by its own -weight. This gave 
the Union forces control of the Missis- 
sippi, the only important stronghold 
in the Mississippi valley that re- 
mained secure to the Confederates. 


While the people in the North on 


this thirtieth of May were rejoicing 
over the victory of their soldiers at 
Corinth and over the results which 
they felt would Inevitably follow, what 
about the people in the South? Nearly 


tory of the Confederate soldiers at 
the" battle of Bull Run When the news 
of this \lctory had come to the south- 
ern people many of them thought the 
war was over. So general was this 
impression that many of the southern 
soldiers had 
gone back to their 


homes, thinking that there would be 
no further need ot their services. 


Tho evacuation of Corinth cast a 


gloom over the whole South, hut there 
still remained with the southern peo- 
ple an Implicit confidence In the army 
of northern Virginia, which was, on 
that day, holding its own in defense of

DAY OFT OBSERVED 


Memorial Ceremonies Over Fallen 


Soldiers Really Date Back 


to Spring of 1865. 


T 


HE readiness with which the sol- 
diers of the Civil war became 
quiet citizens at the close of the 


war greatly puzzled foreigners at that 
time. Foreigners do not realize that 
it has never been the policy of our 
people to maintain a large standing 
army. The soldiers of the Union and 
the soldiers of the Confederacy were 
nearly all volunteers. 
Both armies 


were composed, in the main, of law- 
abiding men, who left their homes in 
obedience to what they thought was 
their duty. The contest was one of 
principle; not one of personal levenge. 
The matter being settled, they were 
ready to return to their accustomed 
occupations 
\ 


The readiness with which the Union 


and Confederate soldiers now unite in 
observing Memorial day also puzzles 
foreigners. 
They think that It is a 


mere matter of expediency which was 
brought about in 1898, when some of 
the old Union and Confederate sol- 
diers marched side by side under the 
Stars and .Stripes. But such is not 
the case. The Blue and the Gray had 
been united in the observance of Me- 
morial 
day before the war with 


Spain. 


Memorial day, as it is now formally 


observed as a legal holiday in a ma- 
jority of the states, was inaugurated 
m 1868. Gen. John B. Logan, who was 
at that time commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, issued an 
order to all surviving Union soldiers 
to meet May 30 of that year, at the 
cemeteries 
near 
their 
respective 


posts, and to decorate the graves of 
their fallen comrades. But the cere- 
mony, in an informal way, had been 
observed since the spring of 1865 in 
the South, where the custom originat- 
ed. The ceremonies at the graves of 
the Confederate dead in Hollywood 
cemetery at Richmond, Va., in the 
spring of 1867 were being observed at 
the time Mrs. John B. Logan happened 
to he visiting in that city. She was so 
pleased with the simple beauty of 
these ceremonies that she urged her 
husband to inaugurate similar ceremo- 
nies for the Union soldiers. It was 
these ceremonies that suggested the 
idea to General Logan. 


The idea of uniting the ceremonies 


of the northern and the southern peo-

They camped and marched 
and suffered together; they fought 
side by side and some were taken 
and others left. But the days when 
they were all alive together seem near 
to these veterans, though ha,lf a cen- 
tury has come and gone since the 
parting, and the tears that come to 
their eyes each thirtieth of May are 
tears of tender regret and mourning 
for friends and brethren whose lives 
went out too soon.—Exchange. 


Gettysburg Today. , 


In 1895 the Gettysburg Battlefield 


Memorial association transferred its 
grounds (about 850 acres), together 
with the monuments which had-been 
erected, to the care and protection of 
the general government. 
The battle- 


field Is now under the care of the 
United States* government by act of 
congress of 1896. Already 503 niomi- 
ments' have'been erected by different 
states, and excellent carriage roads 
have been built, so it is now possible 
for the tourist to ride to every point 
on the field. Five iron and steel ob- 
servatories have been erected, and 
from these one may view the entire 
battlefield—now a vast park .dotted 
with, costly marble and bronze tributes 
to the men who gave their lives to the 
cause ol liberty.

RARE SURGICAL FEAT 


Tendons of Man's Leg Are Trans- 


ferred to His Stiffened 


Arm. 


St 
Louis.—Henry 
Zimmerman, 


twenty-two years old, has undergone 
an unusual operation, known as anky- 
losis, at the City hospital. Tendons 
and fiber taken from his right thigh 
were transferred Into his left arm. 


Zimmerman Is a window cleaner, 


and on December 26 h(i fell from a 
window, breaking his left arm and 
elbow. The bone :knitted improperly 
and the entire arm became straight 
and unbending. The muscles und ten- 
dons hardened and the arm appeared 
as if it was made of stone. 


When he was placed upon the oper- 


ating table under an anaesthetic; an 
opening was made in his rlgh thigh 
and a bunch of tendons were removed 
and laid separately upon the table. 
His stiffened arm was then broken at 
the elbow and a long incision made. 
A mass'of hardened tendons and mus- 
cle was removed and replaced with 
the pliant tendons from his thigh. The 
bone was then properly reset. 


Surgeons in charge of the operation 


believe it will prove successful and 
that .Zimmerman will have free use 
of his arm within a few weeks. They 
say the freedom of movement of Zim- 
merman's leg will not be impaired.

abiding men, who left their homes in 
obedience to what they thought was 
their duty.

The readiness with which the Union 


and Confederate soldiers now unite in 
observing Memorial day also puzzles 
foreigners.

Stars and .Stripes. 
But such is not 


the case. The Blue and the Gray had 
been united in the observance of Me- 
morial 
day 
before the 
war 
with 


Spain. 


Memorial day, as It is now formally 


observed aa a legal holiday in a ma- 
jority of the states, was inaugurated 
in 186S. Gen. John B. Logan, who was 
at that time commander-in-chlef of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Issued an 
order to all surviving Union soldiers 
to meet May 30 of that year, at the 
cemeteries 
near 
their 
respective 


posts, and to decorate the graves of 
their fallen comrades. 
But the cere- 


mony, in an informal way, bad been 
observed since the spring of 1865 in 
the South, where the custom originat- 
ed 
The ceremonies at the graves of 


the Confederate dead in Hollywood 
cemetery at Richmond, Va.. in the 
spring of 1867 were being observed at 
the time Mrs. John B. Logan happened 
to be visiting in that city. She was so 
pleased with the simple beauty of 
these ceremonies that she urged her 
husband to -inaugurate similar ceremo- 
nies for the Union soldiers. It was 
these ceremonies that suggested the 
idea to General Logan. 


The idea of uniting the ceremonies 


of the northern and the southern peo- 
ple seems to have originated, also, in 
the South, for in the spring of 1867 
the women of Columbus, Miss., while 
decorating the graves of Confederate 
soldiers, strewed flowers on the graves 
of the Union soldiers who were buried 
in the same cemetery. When the news 
of this touching tribute reached the 
North, the northern newspapers com- 
mented favorably on the fact. 


Since that time the (sentiment ex- 


pressed in it has been growing among 
the American people. The monument 
erected at Fitzgerald, Ga., hy the Blue 
and Gray Memorial association of that 
place is one of the best visible expres- 
sions of this sentiment.

After the battle of Shiloh 
he was left on the field for dead, but 
recovered and took part In some ot 
the bitterest campaigns of the war. 
This semicentennial will be one of the 
events of the year at Washington. 


Day Brings the Past Nearer. 


The day is sacred to the memory 


of the dead soldiers of the Civil war. 
The 
surviving comrades 
of 
those 


whose graves are. to be strewn with 
flowers conduct the ceremonies. They 
lay the blossoms there and place the 
flags at head and foot of each sleep- 
ing hero with an emotion and a per- 
sonal feeling that the younger genera 
tlon does not experience, for those 
departed ones were their friends and 
associates. They camped and marched 
and suffered together; they fought 
side by side and some were taken 
and others left. 
But the days when 
Sey were all alive together seem near 
to these veterans, though ha,lf a cen- 
tury has come and gone since the 
parting and the tears that come to 
fhelr eyes each thirtieth of May are 
tears of tender regret and mourning 
forfriends and brethren whose lives 
went out too soon.—Exchange.

losls, at the City hospital. Tendons 
and fiber taken from hi3 right thigh 
were transferred into his loft arm. 


Zimmerman Is a window cleaner, 


and on December 20 ho fell from a 
window, breaking his left arm and 
olbow. The bone knitted Improperly 
and tho entire arm became straight 
and unbending. The muscles and ten- 
dons hardened and the arm appeared 
as if it was made of stone. 


When ho was placed upon Hie oper- 


ating table under an anaesthetic) an 
opening was made In his rlgh thigh 
and a bunch of tendons were removed 
and laid separately upon the table. 
Hia stiffened arm was tben broken at 
the elbow and a long Incision made. 
A mass of hardened tendons and mus- 
cle was removed and replaced with 
the pliant tendons from his thigh. Tho 
bone was then properly reset. 


Surgeons In charge of the operation 


believe it will prove successful and 
that Zimmerman will havo free use 
of his arm within a few weeks. They 
say tho freedom of movement of Zim- 
merman's leg will not be impaired.

Secrets of the Courts of Europe 


An Old Ambassador's Revelations of the 


Inner History of Famous Episodes 


Heretofore Cloaked in Mystery 


Chronicled by ALLEN UPWARD 


THE HONOR OF AN EMPRESS

COTTON NECESSARY IN WAR 


Enormous Use Is Made of It, Both for 


Projectiles and Bandages 


N. 
for the Wounded. 


Cotton statisticians who find difficul- 


ty in accounting for the large exports 
of the staple to Europe, -where a large 
.portion of the manufacturing indus- 
try is prostrated, will do well to in- 
vestigate the use of this raw mate- 
rial for war purposes, according to a 
writw in the Textile Manufacturers' 


Journal. 
They are well aware that 


unusual quantities of khaki for uni- 
forms, duck for tents, tarpaulins and 
artillery covers, tire cloth for auto- 
mobiles, and other woven and knitted 
fabrics are being demanded by the bel- 
ligerents, but they are likely to over- 
look two important uses of cotton that 
are absorbing hundreds of thousands 
of bales of the staple. 


It is rather startling to learn that it 


takes a bale of cotton to shoot one of 
the big German 42-centimeter siege 
guns, and that a modern dreadnaught

writar to the Textile Manufacturers

They are well aware that 


unusual quantities of khaki for uni- 
forms, duck for tents, tarpaulins and 
artillery covers, tire cloth for.auto-, 
mobiles, and other woven and knitted 
fabrics are being demanded by the bel- 
ligerents, but they are likely to over- 
look two Important uses of cotton that 
are absorbing hundreds of thousands 
of bales of the staple. 
It is rather startling to learn that it 


takes a bale of cotton to shoot one of 
the big German 42-centimeter siege 


nd that a modern dreadnaught 


in action explodes ten to twelve bales 
of cotton .every minute.- 
Approxi- 


mately a pound.of raw cotton is need- 
ed in making every pound, of guncot- 
ton and the powder production of Eu- 
rope and this country is not far from 
350000,000 pounds -annually under 
present forced conditions, .-• This ap- 
counts for about 700,000 bales of cot- 
ton, largely linters and waste 
- 
Then there is the enormous demand 


for absorbent cotton'and bandages. 
This probably calls for about 50.000.- 
000 pounds of cotton annually, or 


about 100,000 bales. In fact, it Is quite 
likely that figures could be deducted 
to snow that the war demand for cot- 
ton is largely counterbalancing the 
loss of regular demand due to the pros- 
tration of the industry in Germany, 
Austria, Belgium and France.
